John D. Rockefeller, it. 


John D. Rockefeller. Jr., author of 


'•The Personal Relation la Industry" 
(Bonl and Uverlght), show* that he 
has dona serious reading and deep 
thinking on the subject. In his first 
few paragraphs he give* the key note 
to th* entire book: the solution ot in- 
dustrial unrest lie* in the spirit of co- 
operation and. the 
brotherhood of 


man. Such a condition obtains not 
only In the Industrial life ot the world 
but also In that of politic* and society. 
But, Mr. Rockefeller deals only with 
the Industrial, as: "in no one of these 
sphere* of humur relations is
